‘BROKERS’ FORECASTS 


The usual’ annual rubber market 
reviews of: Mesbrs.. Symington and 
Sinclair and Messrs: Hymans Kraag 
and Co. have just been published, con- 


taining 2 summary ‘of events during: 


1929 and their views.of the probable 
trend of events.for the current year. 

Messrs. Hymans Kraag and Co. 
state that the course of events dur- 
ing the year make it a particularly 
interesting study of market psycho- 
logy.. During 1925 prices rose from 
1s, 4%d. to. 4s. 8d, on the withdrawal 
of 32,023 tons of visible stock. 


7d. in the face of the withdrawal 
of 71,000 tons from stocks. The ac- 
cumulating stock im restricting coun- 
tries, unexportable before Nov. 1, 
could not possibly be available in con- 
suming markets during the year; ‘yet, 
as soon.as the fear of the unknown 
quantity was dissipated, the market, 
price advanced sharply in January, 
1929, in the face of a probable ac- 
cumulation of stocks in consuming 
markets, This apparent paradox only 
confirms that faith or disbelief in the 
future governs market sentiment, ir- 
respective of what the immediate sta- 
tistical position may indicate. 

From the study of Malayan statis-

The Native Factor 


Passing to the cultivation of na- 
tive rubber, “expert investigators were 
of the opinion at the end of last 


| year that the native output was gov- 


erned by the market price of the 
commodity and the labour available, 
the former factor obviously reacting 
on the latter. This theory has been 
proved correct to a large extent. - The 
N.E.I, Bureru of Statistics estimates 
the export of native rubber during 
1929 at 126,478 tons gross. weight.

to their quota and could have ship-! 
ped more, Further, owing to the non- 
transferability. of “rights,” a little 
smuggling probably went on all the 
time, with an inereasing tendency in 
November and. December, when the 
exportable quota dropped to 80° per- 
cent, They therefore take ‘a figure, 
of 290,000 tons to represent the maxi-' 
mum capacity of Malaya. in 1926, 
and by adding 50 per cent. annually 
for inereased' productivity and. new 
areas, arrive at 1 maximum capacity 
for 1929. of 336,000 tons. 

They do not consider it likely that:

THE PRESENT POSITION 


That the present position in ‘the 
British shipbuilding industry is, on 
the whole, fairly satisfactory may be 
gathered from a perusal of the “An- 
nual Summary of the Mercantile. 
Shipbuilding of the World,” 
has‘ just been issued by Lloyd's Re- 
gister of Shipping. This summary 
gives particulars of merchant vessels, 
of. 100° tons gross and upwards, 
launched ‘during 1928,” 

The British output for 1928, as re- 
gards vessels launched,’ is higher by 
220,000 ‘tons than the figure for 1927. 
Moreover, the 1928 firure is the high- 
est Of any year since 1921. The pre- 
sent British total of 1,445,920 tons xe- 
presents 53.6 per cont. of the world’s 
output for 1928. - Curiously enough 
the corresponding figure for 1927 was 
also 53.6 per cent., that for 1926 be- 
ing 38.2 per cent., and that for 1925. 
49.5 per cent, 

The returns for 1928 show that 97 
vessels of between 6,000 and 10,000 
tons each, and 16 vessels of 10,000 
tons and upwards, .were launched~in 
this country. |

“Duchess of Bedford” (20,123 tons),

SOUTHAMPTON 


RECLAMATION € OF 407 ACRES 
FOR DOCKS 
Information regarding the schema 
promoted by the Southern , Railway 
Company, for the extension’ of the 
doeks and town of Southampton is con- 


“} tained in the 1929 issue of “Southamp- 


ton Dock,” an illustrated handbovk of 
rates, charges, and general. data con- 
cerning the port. The scheme involves 
the reclamation of 407 acres”of' mud- 
land in the bay on the River Test, 
about two miles long, and extending 
from the Royal Pier upstream to Mill- 
brook Point. The river face of the re- 
claimed ground will be formed, along 
most of its length, by a quay wall, 
7400 ft. long. ‘The site is so arranged 
that it will be possible, subsequently, 
to construct a jetty about 5,000 ft. Tong 
and 400 ft. wide, running: parallel to 
the new quay wall and 600 ft. away 
from it. Vessels will be able to berth 
on both sides uf the jetty and the 
scheme, wh2n complete, will give 
16,500 ft. of quay and provide accom. 
modation for some 20 vessels of the 
largest size. 

The work is to be carried out in 
three sections, the first of which has 
been commenced and it is to be com: 
Pleted within four-years at cost of 
23,000,000. Already some 600,000 tons 
of soft mud, and a further 309,000 tons 
of harder matecials, for. use in the re- 
clamation, have been dredged. The 
construction of one of the quay walls 
£,500 ft. in length, has also been put 
in hand. 

Tke above-pientioned handbook has’ 
been comniled by Mr.‘ H. N. Appleby, 
in collaboration With the Southern Rail- 
way Company, and it contains particu. 
lars of the present accommodation and 
equipment of the docks, tonnage rates, 
dock tariffs, and other information re- 
garding. the port_and__its activities.

Laster Week has been eventful in Hong Kong and China. 
The holidays began with war clouds hanging over Canton, 
bringing in their train the portent of trade-dislocation. Other 
‘counsels prevailed and Canion now stands devoutly for peace. 


Conditions in the Yangisze Valley, Central China, are not 
so encouraging. But the-worst that can be said is that deve- 
lopments are panning out much as expected, so that the civil 
war ought to finish eaily; and China will be able to proceed 
with setting her house in order; and merchants, both Chin- 


ese and foreign, will be able to continue their business with- 
out further hindrance. 


Disturbing news has come through. from Fukien about
